STOCKHOLDERS'  MEETING. 


Greensboro',  N.  C,  May  6th,  1886. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  Cape 
Fear  &  Yadkin  Valley  Railway  Company  this  day,  on  mo- 
tion of  Julius  ,A.  Gray,  President,  Major  D.  G.  McRae  was 
called  to  the  chair,  Jno.  M.  Rose,  Secretary  of  the  Company, 
being  ex-officio  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

Messrs.  J.  A.  Pemberton,  of  Fayetteville,  and  D.  W.  C. 
Benbow,  of  Greensboro',  were  appointed  a  committee  on 
proxies  and  to  ascertain  if  a  majority  of  stock  is  repre- 
sented in  this  meeting. 

The  committee  reported  that  5,776  shares  of  stock  are 
represented  in  person  and  1,001  by  proxy,  which  constitutes 
a  large  majority  of  all  the  stock  of  the  Company. 

The  Chairman  declared  the  meeting  legally  constituted 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

The  report  of  the  President  and  Directors  and  the  ac- 
companying reports  were  read  and  accepted,  and  the  Board 
of  Directors  directed  to  publish  the  same  or  such  parts 
thereof  as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

The  following  report  was  submitted  by  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  last  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  in  refer- 
ence to  the  contract  between  this  Company  and  the  "North 
State  Improvement  Company,"  viz: 

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Cape  Fear  &  Yadkin  I  'alley  Railway  Com- 
pany: 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution,  passed  at  the  last  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  your  Company,  we,  the  undersigned  Committee,  appointed  on 
said  resolution,  respectfully  report  that,  at  the  request  of  the  "North 


State  Improvement  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  all  mat- 
ters to  be  finally  adjusted  under  their  contract,  we  granted  them 
until  this  meeting  to  complete  their  contract  with  your  Company. 
We  also  report  that  a  majority  of  the  Committee  have  passed  over  the 
Road  from  Fayetteville  to  the  South  Carolina  State  line,  and  thence 
to  Greensboro',  and  made  examination  of  the  same.  We  find  the 
Road  well  and  substantially  finished,  the  bridges  and  trestles  put  up 
in  the  best  manner,  and  the  whole  line  in  first-class  working  order, 
with  good  rolling  stock,  engines  and  cars,  and  neat,  comfortable, 
pleasant  coaches.

On  motion  of  Hon.  Geo.  M.  Rose,  the  following'  resolu- 
tion was  adopted,  viz: 

Resolved,  By  the  Stockholders  of  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin 
Valley  Railway  Company,  that,  whereas,  it  appears  by  the  report  of 
the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Company 
that  the  road  between  Fayetteville  and  Greensboro' ,  and  Fayetteville 
and  the  South  Carolina  line,  is  now  well  and  substantially  finished, 
the  bridges  and  trestles  put  up  in  the  best  manner,  and  the  whole 
line  in  first-rate  working  order,  with  all  necessary  rolling  stock  and 
materials  and  coaches,  therefore  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  accept  said  road  in  full 
discharge  of  the  contract  made  between  this  Company  and  the  North 
State  Improvement  Company  July  26,  1883,  so  far  as  the  line  of  Road 
between  Greensboro'  and  the  South  Carolina  line  is  concerned. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  Geo.  M.  Rose, 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Directors  of  this  Company  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  to  be  created 
and  executed  two  mortgages  upon  the  entire  property  and  franchises 
of  the  Company  now  owned  by  it  or  which  may  hereafter  be  acquired, 
which  mortgages  shall  be  in  substance  as  follows:  (the  form  and 
details  thereof  to  be  determined  by  the  said  Board  of  Directors),  that 
is  to  say,  a  first  mortgage  to  secure  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $10,000 
per  mile  upon  the  road  now  constructed  or  to  be  hereafter  constructed, 
and  to  be  divided  in  such  series  and  to  attach  as  liens  in  such  manner 
as  said  Board  of  Directors  may  determine,  and  also  a  second  income 
mortgage  upon  the  entire  property  of  the  Company,  now  owned  and 
which  may  hereafter  be  acquired,  to  the  amount  of  $5,000  per  mile  of 
road  constructed  and  to  be  constructed. 

On  motion  of  Col.  J.  A.  Pemberton,  the  Secretary  was 
unanimously  authorized  to  vote  for  the  Stockholders  for 
Directors  of  the  Company  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Secretary,  by  ballot,  voted  for  and  elected  as 
Directors  for  the  ensuing  year  Col.  K.  M.  Murchison,  New 
Y"ork;    A.   Y.   Stokes,    Richmond,    Va.;    Jno.    D.   Williams, 
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Fayetteville,  N.  C. ;  E.J.  Lilly,  Fayetteville,  N.  C. ;  J.  Turner 
Morehead,  Leaksville,  N.  C;  Eugene  Morehead,  Durham, 
N.  C;  Rob't  T.  Gray,  Raleigh,  N.  C.  W.  A.  Moore,  Mt. 
Airy,  N.  C;  VV.  A.  Lash,  Walnut  Cove,  N.  C;  Jno.  M. 
Worth,  Asheboro',  N.  C;  D.  W.  C.  Benbow,  Greensboro', 
N.  C.;  Julius  A.  Gray,  Greensboro',  N.  C. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  Geo  M.  Rose,  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  adopted,  viz: 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  for  the  Trustees  of  the  second  mort- 
gage executed  by  this  Company,  on  the  ist  day  of  October,  1883,  to 
exercise  the  powers  therein  conferred,  in  order  to  release  from  the 
operation  of  said  mortgage  all  the  propert}'  convejTed  thereby,  so  that 
the  new  mortgages  authorized  by  this  meeting  can  be  executed;  and 
whereas  it  appears  that  one  of  the  Trustees,  Hon  Thomas.  J.  Jarvis,  has 
become  incapable  of  acting  by  reason  of  his  protracted  absence  from 
the  United  States  in  the  service  of  the  Government,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Trusteeship  held  by  the  said  Thomas  J.  Jarvis 
has  become  and  is  hereby  declared  vacated",  and  that  R.  S.  Huske  is 
hereby  appointed  in  his  place  and  stead,  with  all  the  powers  and 
duties  attaching  to  said  Trusteeship  under  said  mortgage. 

Jno.  H.  Currie,  Esq.,  of  Wilmington,  was  introduced  to 
the  meeting  and  addressed  the  same  on  the  importance  of 
extending  the  road  from  Fayetteville  to  Wilmington,  and 
was  responded  to  by  J.  Turner  Morehead,  Dr.  J.  M.  Worth, 
D.  F.  Caldwell  and  others,  after  which  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  adopted,  on  motion  of  R.  T.  Gray,  Esq. : 

Resolved,  That  the  Stockholders  of  this  Company  have  heard 
with  pleasure  of  the  interest  manifested  by  the  people  of  the  city  of 
Wilmington  in  the  extension  of  this  Company's  Road  to  said  city, 
and  believe  that  it  is  the  interest  of  said  CompamT  that  such  exten- 
sion be  made,  and  desire  to  give  them  a  renewed  expression  of  their 
disposition  to  meet  them  with  a  spirit  of  liberality  in  the  bringing 
about  the  same. 

The  thanks  of  the   Stockholders  were   returned   to  the 
Chairman  for  the  satisfactory  manner  in  which  he  has  pre- 
sided over  the   meeting  and    to   Dr.  Benbow  for  the  use  of 
Benbow  Hall.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 


Report  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Cape  Fear 
&  Yadkin  Valley  Railway  Company  to  the  Stockhold- 
ers at  their  Annual  Meeting  in  Greensboro'  May  6th, 
1886. 

Gentlemen: — Since  the  organization  of  the  Western 
Railroad  Company  in  1853,  the  Annual  Meetings  of  the 
Stockholders  of  that  Company  and  of  its  successor,  The 
Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin  Valley  Railway  Company,  have 
been  held  in  the  Town  of  Fayetteville.  Your  assembling 
to-day  in  the  City  of  Greensboro'  marks  an  epoch  in  the 
history  of  your  Road  which,  we  trust,  will  be  remembered, 
not  only  as  the  point  of  departure  from  a  time  honored 
usage,  but  as  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  of  progress  and 
prosperity.  The  time  is  not  far  distant  when  Walnut  Cove, 
Dalton  and  Mt.  Airy  will  claim  the  privilege  of  entertaining 
a  stockholders'  meeting,  and  the  opportunity  thus  afforded 
you  of  traveling  over  your  Road,  examining  its  condition, 
observing  the  development  of  the  country  through  which  it 
passes,  becoming  acquainted  with  its  patrons  and  with  each 
other  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  productive  of  much  good  to  the 
enterprise. 

At  your  last  Annual  Meeting  we  reported  that,  al- 
though the  road  was  open  and  trains  were  moving  daily 
between  Bennettsville  and  Greensboro',  there  was  still  some 
work  to  be  done  before  it  would  be  fully  completed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  of  the  contract  with  the  North  State 
Improvement  Company,  and  recommended  that  an  exten- 
sion of  time  be  granted  that  Company.  In  pursuance  of 
this  recommendation  you  adopted  the  following  resolution: 


"Resolved,  By  the  Stockholders  of  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin 
Valley  Railway  Company,  that  such  further  time  is  hereby  granted 
for  the  full  completion  of  the  contract  as  the  Chief  Engineer,  D.  G. 
McRae  and  A.  M.  Campbell  may  deem  necessary." 

Your  Committee  has  discharged  the  duty  imposed  by 
this  resolution  and  will  submit  their  report  to  this  meeting. 
Since  your  last  annual  meeting  the  road  has  been  surveyed 
and  located  to  Mt.  Airy — the  distance  being,  from  Greens- 
boro', 68  or  69  miles,  depending  upon  the  final  location  of 
the  depot  at  Mt.  Airy.  At  the  commencement  of  your  last 
fiscal  year,  March  1st,  1885,  the  road  was  graded  39  miles 
from  Greensboro',  with  the  exception  of  \V2  miles  east  of 
Walnut  Cove.  On  March  31st,  1886,  the  line  was  graded  8 
miles  farther  west  to  Dalton's.  In  July,  1885,  a  force  of 
hands  was  put  to  work  in  Surry  county  near  Mt.  Airy.  This 
force  had  graded  to  March  31st,  1886,  \y2  miles  between 
Lovell's  and  Stewart's  Creeks,  and  is  now  engaged  on  the 
heaviest  portion  of  the  work  yet  to  grade.  Deducting  the 
gap  of  lyi  miles  yet  to  grade  east  of  Walnut  Cove,  there 
has  been  graded  of  the  68  miles,  to  May  1st,  1886,48  miles — 
leaving  20  yet  to  grade  in  which  a  good  deal  of  rock  is  likely 
to  be  encountered.  Between  Greensboro'  and  Summerfield 
all  the  trestles  are  completed  with  the  exception  of  the 
stringers,  cross-ties  and  guard  rails  upon  the  one  at  Reedy 
Fork,  which  will  be  put  on  when  the  track  reaches  it. 
From  Haw  River  west,  to  Germanton,  a  good  deal  of 
trestling  is  required  which  cannot  be  put  up  until  the  track 
is  laid  to  the  points  where  it  is  needed,  as  the  lumber  will 
have  to  be  gotten  south  of  Greensboro',  framed  and  brought 
up  by  the  trains. 

As  all  the  grading  to  a  point  3^  miles  west  of  Walnut 
Cove  was  done  for  a  narrow  guage  roadbed,  the  tracklaying 
force  can  be  profitably  employed  in  widening  out  the  cuts 
and  fills  while  the  trestles  are  being  built.  Over  Belew's 
Creek,  two  crossings  of  Town  Fork,  Stewart's  and  Tom's 
Creeks,  and  Little  Yadkin  and  Ararat  Rivers,  bridges  of  small 
spans  and  stone  piers  will  be  required. 

The  convict  force  at  Dalton  will  complete  the  grading 
to  Little  Yadkin  River  this  month.     From  March  1st,  1SS5, 
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to  March  31st,  1886 — 13  months  -  the  total  number  of  days 
worked  by  convicts  on  the  line  west  of  Greensboro'  aggre- 
gates 37,884.  Allowing  22  days  as  the  average  worked  per 
month,  gives  us  132  hands  as  the  daily  average  force  for  the 
13  months.  We  have  now,  including  the  tracklaying  force 
at  Greensboro',  a  working  force  of  244  hands,  It  will  require 
a  working  force  of  300  hands  18  months  from  May  1st,  1886, 
to  complete  the  grading  to  Mt.  Airy. 

The  cross-ties  have  been  distributed  from  Greensboro' 
to  Walnut  Cove — 30  miles,  the  rails  are  now  being  deliv- 
ered at  Greensboro',  and  tracklaying  will  be  commenced  and 
vigorously  pushed  as  soon  as  the  fastenings  arrive,  which 
are  now  on  the  way.  If  no  unforeseen  hinderance  is  en- 
countered the  trains  will  be  running  to  Dalton,  \6yz  miles 
west  of  Greensboro',  next  fall. 

The  opening  of  your  road  to  this  point  will,  it  is  be- 
lieved, add  60  per  cent,  to  the  gross  earnings  of  the  present 
operated  line,  and  its  completion  to  Mt.  Airy  will  more  than 
double  its  present  revenues. 

The  completed  portion  of  your  road  and  its  equipment, 
from  Bennettsville  to  Greensboro',  is  in  admirable  condition, 
and,  notwithstanding  the  low  prices  which  prevailed  during 
the  past  season  for  the  products  of  the  country  which  con- 
stituted a  large  portion  of  the  traffic  of  your  line,  the  busi- 
ness has  been  satisfactory  and  is  steadily  increasing. 

For  detailed  statements  of  the  condition  and  operations 
of  the  road  for  the  last  year,  you  are  referred  to  the  reports 
of  your  General  Superintendent,  Maj.  Dunn,  and  your  Audi- 
tor, Mr.  Bidgood,  which  are  submitted  herewith. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  time  fixed 
in  your  amended  charter  in  which  certain  work  was  to  be 
done,  viz:  the  completion  of  the  main  line  to  Mt.  Airy  and 
the  branches  to  the  Deep  River  Factories  and  Danbury,  in 
order  to  secure  the  return  of  bonds  deposited  with  the  State 
Treasurer  for  convict  labor,  will  expire  on  the  27th  of  Feb- 
ruary next.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  amendment  the 
State  agreed  to  furnish  you  550  convicts.  The  average  num- 
ber actually  employed  on  the  work  for  the  first  two  years  of 
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the  time  was  128;  the  average  number  for  the  third  year 
was  178,  and  the  whole  number  now  on  the  road  is  310. 
We  have  labored  faithfully  and  diligently  to  cany  out  your 
part  of  the  contract,  but  the  State  having  fallen  so  far  short 
of  complying  with  her  undertaking,  it  will  be  impossible  to 
complete  the  work  within  the  limit  of  time  prescribed.  As 
a  matter  of  simple  justice,  we  think,  she  cannot  refuse  to  grant 
such  extension  of  time  as  will  make  good  to  you  the  defi- 
ciency in  the  number  of  convicts  which  she  agreed  to  furnish, 
and  enable  you  not  only  to  complete  the  main  line  to  Mt. 
Airy  and  build  the  Factory  and  Danbury  branches,  but  also 
the  Yadkin  Valley  branch  via  Wilkesboro'  to  Patterson. 

As  the  line  is  extended  westward  and  the  volume  of  its 
business  increases,  the  importance  of  its  extension  to  the 
Port  of  Wilmington  becomes  more  manifest.  The  existing 
relations  with  all  connecting  lines,  in  the  interchange' of 
business,  are  harmonious  and  agreeable,  but  you  cannot  ex- 
ercise that  influence  in  the  commercial  world  to  which  you 
are  entitled,  nor  control  the  traffic  of  your  own  road,  without 
an  ocean  outlet.  Your  Board  fully  appreciate  the  necessity 
for  this  extension,  and  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  business 
men  of  Wilmington  are  alive  to  its  importance  to  the  com- 
mercial future  of  their  city,  and  are  disposed  to  give  sub- 
stantial aid  in  its  construction. 

In  concluding  this  report,  it  is  a  great  pleasure  to  say 
that  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  company  have  been 
faithful  and  diligent  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  that 
good  discipline  is  maintained,  and  that  harmony  and  good 
feeling  prevails  amongst  all.

117  miles  of  main  line  are  laid  with  50  lbs.  to  the  yard 
steel  rail  and  first-class  fastenings  and  new,  first-class  ties. 
The  joints  are  of  standard  pattern,  four  bolts  per  joint.  The 
remaining  38  miles  are  laid  with  56  lbs.  per  yard  iron  rail 
and  chair  fastenings.  This  has  been  laid  some  years,  and  it 
is  advisable  to  lay  new  steel  in  place  of  about  five  miles  of 
it.  By  doing  this,  and  keeping  the  best  rails  taken  up  for 
repairs  on  the  iron  track  remaining,  its  use  will  be  insured 
for  several  years.  The  general  condition  of  the  track  is 
first-class,  being  in  good  line  and  surface.  15,886  new  ties 
have  been  put  in  the  old  part  of  the  track  and  12,600  is  the 
estimate  that  will  be  required  in  the  coming  year.  Much 
improvement  has  been  made  to  the  roadway  by  widening 
the  cuts  and  embankments.  Little  work  was  required  on 
bridges,  and  trestles,  as  they  were  all  put  in  good  condition 
the  previous  year,  and  will'require  little  work  to  keep  them 
so  during  the  coming  one.  The  total  length  of  bridging  is 
1,015  feet,  and  there  are  7,000  feet  of  trestle. 

DEPOTS. 

There  are  28  depots  and  9  lumber  side-tracks.  All  the 
depots  on  the  new  part  of  the  road  are  in  good  order. 
Depots  on  the  old  part  of  the  road  will  require  some  slight 
repairs.  A  larger  building  is  required  at  Shandon  to  accom- 
modate the  increasing  business  at  that  point.  It  is  impor- 
tant that  larger  accommodations  be  had  at  Fayetteville, 
The  old  building  is  too  small  and  the  arrangement  is  such 
as  to  prevent  an  economical  handling  of  freight,  while  pas- 
sengers are  often  put  to  serious  inconvenience  while  waiting 
for  and  going  from  trains.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  con- 
struct a  freight  house  at   Greensboro  at  an  early  date.     If 
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satisfactory  arrangements  can  be  made  with  the  Piedmont 
Air  Line,  it  will  be  best  to  use  their  passenger  station  at 
Greensboro  after  they  change  their  guage,  which  is  expected 
to  be  done  on  June  ist. 

The  Company  has  10  water  stations.  At  six  of  them  the 
tanks  are  new  and  of  36,000  gallons  capacity.  Two  are 
supplied  by  water  power,  costing  the  Company  nothing  for 
labor,  and  two  have  wind-mills  of  approved  make.  Mate- 
rial for  replacing  two  of  the  old  tanks  are  on  hand. 

Each  of  the  19  sections  is  supplied  with  a  new,  comfortable 
dwelling  for  the  Section  Master,  a  tool  house,  and  quarters 
that  will  accommodate  10  hands.  But  few  roads  are  as  well 
supplied  with  building  accommodations,  side-tracks  and 
stations.

Nos.  4  and  5  are  used  for  shifting  and  material  trains,  and 
are  in  working  order.  All  others  are  used  on  regular  trains 
and  are  in  first-class  condition.

In  the  shops  at  Fayetteville  four  engines  have  been 
overhauled  and  put  in  thorough  repair,  thirty  box  and  twenty 
flat  cars  have  been  made  according  to  most  approved  speci- 
fications, and  two  coaches  repaired  and  repainted.  A  third 
one  is  undergoing  repairs  now,  and  a  baggage  car  is  being 
built.  Two  new  coaches  have  been  contracted  for  at  Wil- 
mington, Del.,  and  are  expected  daily. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Company's  property  is  such 
that  the  coming  year  may  be  expected  to  be  a  prosperous 
one.  Most  of  the  track,  rolling  stock  and  motive  power  is 
in  such  condition  that  repairs  may  be  expected  to  be  very 
light.  Also  the  improving  condition  of  the  country,  as 
shown  by  the  increased  industry  and  energy  of  the  people 
along  the  line  of  the  Company's  road,  is  a  matter  of  con- 
gratulation. This  is  shown  materially  by  the  fact  that  the 
freight  earnings  increased  during  the  past  twelve  months 
43  per  cent,  over  the  previous  ones,  and  the  passenger  earn- 
ings, the  same  period  being  compared,  increased  29  per  cent. 

The  result  is  very  gratifying,  taking  into  consideration 
that  the  crops  of  last  year  were  much  below  the  average, 
and  have  also  been,  to  some  extent,  held  back  on  account 
of  low  prices,  and  that  little  has  been  done  in  lumber  and 
naval  stores  for  the  same  reason.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
change  of  guage  on  the  R.  &  D.  system  of  railroads  will  do 
much  to  help  the  lumber  trade  of  this  section,  by  giving  a 
northern  outlet  without  the  disadvantage  of  an  expensive 
and  delaying  transfer,  as  is  now  the  case. 

Accompanying  this  please  find  detailed  report  of  acci- 
dents. It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  no  passenger  has  been 
injured  by  negligence  of  the  Company,  and  the  damage  to 
property  has  been  quite  small. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  officers  and  employees 
of  the  Company  have  generally  performed  their  duties 
promptly  and  faithfully.

August  3rd,  1885,  Train  No.  2  ran  into  a  hand  car  on 
Section  No.  9.  No.  2  was  behind  time  four  minutes.  Hand 
car  was  in  motion.  Engine  was  thrown  from  the  track  and 
her  cylinder  covers  broken.     The  hand  car  was  torn  up. 

September  3rd,  1885,  while  engine  was  taking  wood  at 
Julian,  Fireman  T.  H.  Muse  fell  and  broke  his  arm. 

October  loth,  1885,  a  man  named  Hugh  Kelly  was  found 
dead  near  Sanford.  He  had  been  intoxicated,  and  it  is 
supposed  he  jumped  from  Train  No.  I  before  Conductor 
passed  through  his  Train. 

December  23rd,  1885,  Train  No.  3  had  two  flats  thrown 
from  the  track  near  Julian.  The  cars  were  loaded  with  wood, 
and  some  falling  between  the  cars  caused  the  accident. 
The  trucks  of  one  car  were  broken.

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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Company  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Thursday  in  May  in  each  and  every  year,  in  the 
town  of  Fayetteville,  or  at  such  other  place  as  may  be  de- 
termined upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  thirty  days'  notice 
being  given  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  Fay- 
etteville and  Greensboro. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Stockholders,  at  each  annual  meeting,  shall  elect 
by  ballot,  as  prescribed  by  law,  twelve  Directors,  who  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number  President. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  President  and  any  six  Directors  shall  form  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  In  the  absence  of  the  Pres- 
ident any  seven  Directors  shall  form  a  quorum,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  President  pro  tern. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  adopt  all 
necessary  measures  for  the  construction  of  the  Road,  and  in 
all  things  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Company. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  President  of  the  Company  shall  sign  all  certificates 
of  stock  and  other  official  papers  of  the  Company;  call  spe- 
cial meetings  of  the  Board  at  discretion  or  upon  application 
of  any  two  directors,  and,  upon  written  application  of  Stock-

Those  designated  "old"  existed  before  the  completion 
of  this  division  of  the  road;  those  designated  "new"  have 
been  erected  since  the  road  was  opened.  No  property  of 
the  Railroad  Company  is  included  in  this  schedule — nor  the 
improvements  which  have  gone  up  between  Stations,  except 
where  they  are  tributary  to  the  business  of  the  road. 
Greensboro'  is  entirely  omitted,  though  much  greater  pro- 
gress has  been  made  there  than  at  any  other  point  on  the 
line.  The  old  stores,  dwellings  and  warehouses  at  Fayette- 
ville  and  Bennettsville  are  not  given,  being  too  numerous  to 
be  readily  counted:
